Friday evening a thunder storm came up
about 5 o'clock and it was preceded by a

Limbs were blown from treas and strewn

The wind was 5o high in this city before
tha rain begun that clonds of dust were
blown in every direction, Persons stand-
ing on the pavemenis in Contre Squaie
were unable to sso the monument. Afer

the rain the sunset was very beautiful,

A tobacco shod, in size 30 hy 120 feel,
owned by Jneol Hiestand, at Salunga, was
entirely demolishod by the storm. A large
namber of trees in the same vicinity weore

uprootod,

The most serions damage hy the storm
iIs reported from Manor township, Har-
mony Hall school honse, which was situ-
ated two miles northwest of Millarsville,
wis a brick bailding and it was erected wix
years ago.  During yesternday's storm it
was Llown down by the wind, which was
very high in that section, The building wasa
tatal wrock and bricks were sealtered in
every direction, Sirange to say, most of
the desks in the housa wore not damagoed

The teacher in charge of the school is
Miss Hettio Charlen. She hawd just dis-

horse stonling.  The police have been on
thie lookout for the horse driven by men who
were seen in Lake View with the myster-
ious trunk Saturday night,and when it was
found that this was ’Iule-miml with the
horse in Brown's possession, they subjected
him to n closeo exminination,  Under this he
broke down this morning and  confessed
that the wagon had contuined the hody of a
woman with her head and feet cot off so
that she could be erowdaed into i,

Captains Schaack and O'Donnell st onee
set officers 1o work followin ui: the ald
trail, and applisd the serews fo Brown so
suecessfully that ho weakensd and told all
he knew, He sald the horse had been
stolen from one place and the wagon from
wnother on Webster avenue, and that two
men haid nssisted him in getting the trank
into the wagon, They drove up into Lin-
coln Paik and sank the body in the North
lake, and then went on up to Lake View
and tubload the trunk off at s quiet place,
Both the men named by Brown are known
to tho police, and will probably be gathered
Insoon. Oone came from Mimmeapolia some
= time ago and the other is o Chieago thief,

The 1orce of oflicers who have been drag-
ging the viver for De Cronin's body were
wt onee called off and set to dengging the
North luke, and wogk was carried on until
at nizht without any trace of the hody be
ing foundl, The theory held by the police
e thet the worsan whose bidy was in the
trounk was the vietu of an abortion com-
mitted by De, Crondn, that shie died under
